Etters from Verona tell us, That the Duke 
of Vendome arriv’d at Defenzano on the 
15th, and went from thence to San Be- 
nedetto : That Barks with Foot on board 

arrive daily at. Defenzano, which Foot as 
faft as they are landed march towards the Camp at 

San Benedetto: That other Barks were come thi- 

ther laden with Spoil taken from the Enemy, among 

which are 20 Piecesof Cannon; and that the Ca- 
valry marches back thgough the Veroneze between 
the Lake of Garda and the Adige. The Imperialifts 
having made feveral Attempts to furprize Defenzano, 
the French have provided for its defence by rein- 
forcing their Troops in it, and fecuring feveral Pofts 
thereabouts: They feem to have a Defign to fortifie 
that Village, and. fome other Places about it, with 
Intrenchments and Pallifadoes, becaufe they have 


farvey'd them with exactnefs, and taken Plans of. 


them. Notwithftanding which ‘tis likely they will 
content themfelves with the Precaution they have 
taken, to reinforce the Body of their Horfe encamp’d 
at Goito with 12 new Regiments. "Tis faidthe Im- 
perialifts within thefe few days receiv’d 200000 Flo- 
rins ; they wanted it extreamly. Troops and Com. 
panies of their Soldiers, of 40 or 50 Men each, con- 
tinue to pafs through the Territories of the Repu- 
blick in their way to Triefte, where they are to ren- 


dezvous. Some are of opinion that they will be, 


taken on board the Englifh and Dutch Fleet, to be 
-tranfported to the Kingdom of Naples to land on 
that fide towards Apuleia ; And that thar Fleer will 
petinto the Port of Sanra Croce belonging to the 
Republick of Ragufa, whither P’rovifions will be fent 
to it from the Country belonging to the Emperor 
dying at the bottom of the Adriatick Gulph ; But 
others cannot perfwade themfelves that fuch a Fleet 


wili come in the beginning of Winrer into fo narrow . 


‘aSea, where there is no Harbour capable of re- 
ceiving them ; and think rather that thofe Forces 
which are marching towards Triefte, are intended to 
be employ’d in Hungary, whither the prefent Cir- 
cumftances of Affairs require {peedy Succours to be 
fent. 

From the Camp at San Benedetto, Sept. 28. Since 
the Duke of Vendome arriv’d in this Camp, he has 
been feveral times to view the new Works that were 
made during his abfence along the Secchia,and found 
them much to his liking. The Heats are very great 
at prefenr, the leffer Rivers and Canals are quite dry, 
and very little Forrage is left. The Enemies fuffer 
very much, and abundance of them are Sick ; And 
yet tis rumour’d they are about to march on fome 
Enterprize, which is confirm’d by Deferters. _ This 
report having been current feveral days ago, and the 
Enemy not having yet broke up, probably ‘tis 
grounded on their fending fome fmall Detachments 
‘towards Triefte. The News we have had from the 
Trentin fince the Duke of Vendome lefe it, is, that 
when the Army was marching back from Trent, the 

‘Sieurs de Chamillart and d’Aubeterre who broughe 


up the Rear burnt all the Villages which on the 
Army's advancing towards Trent had been quitted 
by the Peafants, except one, the Inhabitants of whieh 
comply’d with the Duke of Vendome’s Orders, and 
did not take Arms but kept at home; but this Vile 
lage the Enemy burnt. ‘The Count de Medavi-who 
was left in the Trentin with 5 Battallions, has fent 
Advice that the Baron de Vaubonne had advanc’d 
with 6000 Men of Regular and Militia Troops to 
attack him, bur, finding him in a condition to give 
him a warm Reception, retir’d. Since which we 
learn, that 1000 of the Enemies having retrench’d 
themielyes on a Hill near Nago, to cut off the Com- 
munication between that Caftle and Riva, the Count 
de Medavi attack’d and drove them off the Hill. 


Today the Duke of Vendome fent him order to 


blow up the Fortifications of Nago, Arco, Torbole, 


and Riva, and to return hither with all che Troops. 
‘he commands. The foremoit of thofe Troops which 


follow’d the Duke of Vendome from the Trentin 
arriv'd in this Camp on the 25th ;_ half of them are 
now come, part of them ftop at San Giacomo near 
this Place on vother fide the Po; But the Cavalry 
halted at Caftiglione, where they may eafier get 
Forrage, and from whence they can joyn the Army 
in one day, if it hall be found neceffary. 

From the Hague Gazette, dated October 22. 

Lauzanne, October 5, We have Advice from Ro- 
vergue, that the Camifars having. fallen into that | 
Diftrict, have burnt feveral Churches and plunder’'d 
fome Villages, among others Monnet, Veuvieres, St. 
Pierre, and St. Vincent. After which they divided 
themfelves into two Bodies, one of which took to- . 
wards the Mcuntains, the other towards St.Affrique, 
where there are Maiecontents in Arms as well as in 
the Diftri& of Albigeois. They write from Nifmes, 
that at Durfort near Andufe the Camifars have de- 
feated two Companies of the Regiment of la Fare, 
of which not a Man efcap’d ; aud cut down 50 Dra- 
goons in another Place. That they have made an 
Irruption into the Vivarez and burnt three Churches. 
Thar feveral Officers have found means to get to 
them, but rhac the Sieur Eftor, a Draper’s Son of 
Nifmes, who had a Commiffion from one of the Po- 
tentates in the Grand Confederacy, is feiz’d at Pont 
St. Efptic. A Merchant newly arriv’d from Nifmes, 
affures us, that the Camifars in revenge for fix of 
their Women being put to death, have burnt eight 
Villages in the Neighbourhood of Ufez and pur all 
the Inhabitants to the Sword ; Of which we have a 
Confirmation in the Letters from that part of the 
Country. 80 of the Camifars being met by the 
Miquelets near Vauvert, and 4 of them being taken 


.by the fuperior Number of their Enemies, the reft
